1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed pressure 
vessel having a cooling space for containing pressurized air or gas above atmospheric 
pressure, and a flexible walled vessel extending through the cooling space and 
connected to a water source, the cooling space being maintained at a low temperature 
sufficient to freeze the water into ice (claim 49), or the method steps of pressurizing the 
cooling space within the container externally of the flexible walled vessel to a pressure 
above atmospheric and maintaining the cooling space at a low temperature sufficient to 
freeze the water into ice (claim 59).
